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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The response filed April 7, 2008 is acknowledged. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Applicant is reminded of his election with traverse of Group I, Species B (figure 6) 
in the reply filed on January 7, 2007. 

The requirement was made FINAL in the Office action mailed on February 15, 

2008. 

4. Claims 16-18 and 21-30 remain withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on January 7, 2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. Claims 19, 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Dallmeyer et al. (6,708,906). 

Dallmeyer discloses a fuel injector comprising: 
a coil assembly 310; 
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a seat 250; 

a closure member including: 
a sleeve 266; 

an armature 262 having an outer perimeter (the perimeter of 
armature 262 positioned in sleeve 266); 

a sealing member 118; 

apertures 268 (column 4, lines 47-49); 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-6, 8-15 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed April 7, 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Dallmeyer's gap between the armature portion 262 and coil 
is obstructed. In Dallmeyer, the gap between armature 262 and shell 230 is 
unobstructed because the gap in itself does not have any elements within the gap. 
While the size of the gap may change, there is no other element present within the gap. 
The gap is also positioned between the armature 262 and the coil 310..
